ST. PETERSBURG, JAN. 25.—A second proclamation, dated Jan. 23, is being distributed on the streets and 


calls upon the people to kill the czar, the grand dukes and nobles of the court for the slaughter of the people 
Sunday. The proclamation reads: 


"The proletariat of all.countries are united. 
"Citizens, you yesterday Witnessed the bestial cruelty of the autocratic government. 
You saw- blood flowing 


in the streets/ You saw hundreds slaughtered, defenders of the cause of labor. 
You saw the death, heard the 


groans of the wounded women;and defenseless children. The blood and brains of workingmen were spattered 
around where their heads had|been laid. 


"Who directed the soldiers to aim their rifles and fire bullets at the breasts of the laborers? 
"It was the emperor, the grand dukes, the ministers, the generals, the nobles of the court. They are murd- 


erers. Slay them! 


"'To arms, comrades! Seize the arsenals, and the arms at the depots, and at the gunsmiths. 
Lay low the 


prison walls. 'Liberate the defenders of freedom. Demolish the police and gendamerie stations, and all the gov- 
ernment and state buildings. 


"We must throw down the emperor, and the government, and must haye our own government. 
"Long live the revolution! 
"Long live the constituent assembly of the representatives of the people !"

Milwaukee, Wis, Jan 25.— Arthur 


Henry Milligan.vuth whom Florence 0 
Groves agieed to commit suicide at 
the Hotel Blatz, and who disappeared 
after she had fulfilled her agreement 
Monday morning, was arrested at the 
residence of Robeit Barlow at Racine 
His capture took place only after he 
had attempted suicide and had been 
prevented by Chief Plister 
After his 


arrest Milligan calmly detailed the 
story of his life and the incidents of 
the girl's death. He said that Flor- 
ence Groves took carbolic acid in his 
presence at the hotel after she had 


j made three attempts to kill herself. 
I Milligan was not married to Florence 
Groves 
The couple left the Groves 


residence at Chicago and eloped with 
the intention of marrying, but lack of 
time prevented the carrying out of 
their plans. 


"Florence Groves knew what the 


end would he when she decided to 
elope with me, and she was eager to 
die with me," Milligan said. "She was 
engaged to a schoolteacher of Orland, 
111., but she loved me better. I told 
her that the day she married him I 
would kill myself, or else would take 
my life on her birthday, Jan 27. Every 
flay that we were at the hotel we 
planned to kill ourselves". Finally we 
set Monday morning as the day. Sun- 
day morning she tried three times to 
kill herself with poisons I had pur- 
chased. She drank oxalic acid, iodine 
and wood alcohol in turn, but they 
only acted as emetics. She begged and 
implored me not to go first, as she did 
not want to see m* die. She asked 
me to pour out the'acid, and I filled * 
wine glass with it 
As her last re- 


quest she asked me to band it to her, 
but I refused repeatedly. At last *n« 
nerved herself, snatched the glass and 
•wallowed the dose. 'Don't leave me 
until I'm dead', she implored in a dull
